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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to the 112, first paragraph, rejection, the 
examiner notes that claim 7 should be included in this rejection as being dependent from rejected claim 1, but would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejection under 112. Applicant argues that the mirror-surface disc 16 should be considered the disc-shaped 
member in claims 1, 9, and 11. However, element 16 is in the upper mold assembly 12 which is even further away from the bearing 49 and 
would not have been considered has support for the support member extending rearward from a center portion of a disc-shaped member 
since the members are in different mold units. 

The proposed amendment to claim 12 has support in the specification. 

Applicant argues that the bush of claim 1 1 is more than just bush 47 and would include "an annular support member which extends 
rearward from a center portion of mirror-surface disc 16". However, the mirror-surface disc 16 is in a different mold unit from the bush 47 
and thus would not extend from a center portion. Additionally, applicant arguments are directed to the prior art suggest that the other 
element are limitation in claim 1 1 , but these elements are not part of the bush and thus causes the claim to be unclear as to what is being 
claimed. 

Applicant is claiming "the support member extends rearward from a center portion of a disc-shaped member in the thickness direction". All 
of these claimed elements are defined by broader wording than the wording applicant is arguing and the claim elements are clearly support 
by Toshihiro as stated in the art rejection. 
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
